Tha 
choir  consisted  mostly  of  baritones, 
and  few  of  them  were  accustomed  to 
singing  in  parts  or  were  able  to  read 
mnala.  In  addition  to  word*  dorived 
Captatat  ]>orlbis.  Major 
Llawtaaant  9.  S.  Jonoa 
-wfiBta  orlglail  words  whleh  I  aet. 
Before  I  was  moved  to  Aflon  Kara 
Hlssar  in  April  last  we  had  already 
a  repertory  of  about  twenty-five  part 
songs,  all  written  by  myself,  for  tho 
part-songs  sent  out  to  us  from  bono 
never  arrived,  they  having  appar- 
ently  fUled  to  pass  tho  Varklstii 
sor.  Wa  bad  no  plaao  or  orgaa  at 
Toagad,  aiitr  bMrdmonta  at  that 
tirao  being  two  violins  bought  in  the 
hasaar.  and  a  one-keyed  flute.  Thus 
the  part-singing  provided  the  most 
satisfactory  musto.  Later,  I  believe, 
they  made  a  'cello  and  a  violin,  aad 
oompleted  tha  atrtng  auartatte.

starvation  and  lU-trsatment.  shs  In- 
sisted on  seeing  everything.  8hA  wapt 
bitterly  at  the  dreadful  sights  aha  wtt* 
aessed,  and  implored  and  Inaisiad  tta* 
somsthlac  >e  dORo  to  Inprove  tha  lat 
of  her  m.i»ratnate  aoaapAtrlotai  bat 
there  was  no  sssentinl  ohAnge  in  thalr 
treatment. 

In  ths  Spring  of  1917  Rlflessaa 
Howden  was  tnmsferred  to  Quedlln- 
burg.  Hers,  a  oamp  run  <m  slmllBT 
lines  to  those  at  Berbet.  hut  with  a 
more  ssTsra  mlUtAiy  oentrol.  It  waa 
forbiddan  to  talk  over  the  wtoaa 
dividing  one  compound  (rom  another, 
and  Anyone  Approaching  the  wUree  did 
so  At  the  risk  of  his  life.  The  sen- 
tries shot  many  Russians  for  Infringe- 
ment of  this  rule.  Near  Qusdllnburg 
there  are  many  open  mines,  where 
brown  coal  la  scooped  up,  and  not 
worked  by  means  of  shafts.  Ths  Rus- 
sians were,  as  usual,  given  the  hardest 
tasks,  amd  wsre  kept  woritlng  at  tha 
highest  pitch,  whether  stok  or  well 
(Russians  were  never  pemUtted  to  re- 
port sick),  and  the  civilian  gaffers 
urged  them  to  great  efforts  by  means 
of  threats,  curses  and  blows.  They 
worked  continuously  for  twelve  hours 
with  only  a  short  break  for  a  wretched 
meal  of  sauerkraut  If  they  had  a 
Ave  minutes'  spell  they  would  fall  to 
the  ground  and  sleep,  ogjy  to  ha 
awaksnsd  by  kicks,  or.  If  on  night* 
shift,  by  blows  on  thai  hsad  from  lan- 
terns. Tha  paffsrs  took  a  particular 
dkillke  to  those  Rumkins  who  refused 
to  hand  over  to  them  the  pieces  of 
soap  they  occasionally  received  from 
their  committee  In  the  years  preced- 
ing the  revolution  of  March.  X»17. 
One  unfortunate,  after  a  long  period  at 
ill-treatment  consisting  of  starvatlOB. 
tying  up  and  flogging,  waa  Anally  shot 
by  a  ssntry  on  the  order  a<  a  aMUaR 
gaffer  on  the  pretenoe  thnt  ha  had  re- 
fused to  work. 

Here  again  the  Russians  bore  thslr 
terrtble  lot  with  paUenoe.  After 
severe  floggings  they  woulA  simply 
shrug  their  shoulders  and  aay 
■Niohevor  (it  doss  not  RMittar).  laa- 
craily  adding  a  parttootarly  vaRomom 
and  oentamptuaiia  "danwad  a«r> 
maaS!'*  IR  aa  ttadsrtone. 

Rifleman  Howden  was  the  only  - 
Englishman  at  the  mine,  and  he  ltv«d 
atid  worked  mostly  with  the  Russliuis, 
whose  language  he  spoke.  Be  eaaRat 
speak  too  highly  ot  their  hoasaty  (ha 
never  looksd  his  box  while  with  thsm) 
and  their  rsAl  hrotherUasss,  And  hs 
will  never  forget  their  great  gratitude 
for  amy  Uttto  fAvors.  Ths  sole  read- 
ing matter  for  the  Russians  was  Tho 
RuHky  Vsstnik,  a  paper  printed  In 
Rasslan  in  Berlin  and  said  to  be 
edited  by  that  notorloua  agent-provo- 
cateur, Aseff.

Thla  hnwqnpt,  whloh.  so  far  aa 
kapwB,  araa  tha  flrat  royal 
to  ha  hold  to  IPidoh. 
deal  of  miBiPiiai 
plOk  and  gres^  w«rp  tho  prappratipn* 
Not  only  had  spoelal  troop*  boaa  soat 
from  Mecca,  but  ateoguardaof  honor 
and  hte  Ma^eety'a  military  band; 
skilled  workmen  of  all  kinds,  oooks 
from  tho  royal  paiaaa.  aad

The  guoste  wars  topltad  to  ho  Pvoo*
